Any oblong body moving forward on 
the has a broader bearing 
when turned «thwart or diagonally 
than when going directly endwise. 
A dog gains 50 per cent. or more of 
base by thus running, so to speak, 
upon a broad gauge thao when going 
upon a narrow gauge, that is to say, 
ina direct line of his length. Being 
liable to kicks and blows and to be 
bounced upon by other dogs, it is ob- 
vious that he is able to offer greater 
resistence when moving diagonally. 

2. In case a dog’s safety requires 
him to turn suddenly and run in ao 
opposite direction—as he is frequently 
compelled to do—his diagonal posi- 
tion is then most favorabie for him,
